The victory was Brisbane's fifth from six 
matches, and ensured the side remained 


undefeated at the top of the National: 


Soccer League table.

“I’ve been very impressed with the way the 
guys have been approaching each game, and 
for that reason I’m not surprised at all that 
we’re currently leading the competition,” 
Kosmina said.
